Criminal Proceeding. 

If the House approves a con-— 
tempt citation, it will then go 
to the United States district at- 
torney here, who will handle it 
as a criminal proceeding. The 
matter probably would be pre- 


sented to a federal grand jury 


which would consider an in- 
dictment. 

Contempt of Congress is 
punishable by a maximum of 
one year in prison and a fine 
of $1000.

Britain would go some way to 
meet the objections of Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev to a Se- 
curity Council session to ar- 
range a summit meeting. 
Khrushchev charged yester- 
day Britain and the United 
States were stalling, and again 
proposed an immediate five- 
power summit meeting in Mos- | 
cow or elsewhere in Europe. 
British officials said, how- 
ever, that this government's 
view still is that Middle East 
problems should be tackled at 
a U.N. summit session. The 
White House in Washington 
also said it still held that view. 
Gaitskell Raises Issue. 
The matter was raised in the 


House today by Hugh Gaitskell, | 
leader of the opposition Labor | 


party. 

“While we think it most | 
desirable that the conference 
‘should be associated with the | 
United Nations,” he said, “we 

also strongly support the pro- 
posal that there should be pri- 
vate meetings simultaneously. 

“May we have an assurance 
that the government will not 
let the desirability of its asso- 
ciation with the U.N. to ob- 
struct the holding of a summit 
conference altogether?” 

Butler replied: 

“IT can give an assurance on 
behalf of the Prime Minister. 
It has always been his inten- 
tion and that of the govern- 
ment that the procedure should 
be formal and informal, and 
that would give the opportu- 
nity Mr. Gaitskell desires. 

Expects Quick Replies. 

“I do not anticipate that the 
Prime Minister or the govern- 
ment will delay in any way in 
making a further answer to 
Mr. Khrushchev’s letters. 

“We shall consult urgently 
with our allies about this as re- 
gards arrangements for a meet- 
ing.” 

British informants said Prime 
Minister Macmillan stil] thinks 
the Security Council's perma- 
nent delegates should get to 
work on the time, place, com- 
position and other arrange- 
ments for a special summit- 
level session. 

The Foreign Office said it 
would immediately press an 
exchange of views with allies 
on the summit question. 


Invitation to France. 

The first move in this direc- 
lion was an effort toward 
reconciliation of positions with 
France. Foreign Secretary Sel- 
-wyn Lloyd asked French Charge 
d’Affaires Baron G. de Juniac 
to come see him. 

Premier DeGaulle has said 
he preferred a summit meeting 
in Europe apart from the

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fia., 
July 29 (‘(AP)—Explorer IV 
‘satellite is sending back a 


wealth of information on a 
hot field of radiation high in 


space. 

Although in orbit only three | 
days, the heaviest and most 
important United States satel- | 
lite already has confirmed the 
existence of the killer rays at 
an altitude of 600 miles above 
the earth. 

Dr. James Van Allen of Iowa 
State University, who directed 
the development and assembly 
of the satellite's complex in- 
struments, said yesterday the 
information to date looks very 
satisfactory and interesting. 

Explorer IV, which is ex- 
pected to whirl around the 


globe for the next five years, 
records radiation energy and 
“intensity on four counters and 
relays the messages on two 
radios which are expected to 
last for two months.

PORT-AU-PRINCE, July 29 
(AP)—A band of exiled army 
officers seized barracks next to 
Haiti's national palace early to- 
day, but the rebels were re- 
ported wiped out in a swift gov- 
ernment counterattack. 

The band, believed to num- 
ber no more than six, landed 
by launch under cover of dark- 
ness, commandeered trucks and 
seized the yellow stucco Ca- 
serne Dessalines back of the 
palace shortly after midnight. 

The band captured 50 sol- 
diers after a brief clash in 
which the army said three sol-

Government forces counter- 
attacked, liberated the soldiers. 
then killed the last holdout 
rebel in a burst of machine-gun 
firé, the army reported. 


The Port-au-Prince radio 
said the rebels were supporters 


of former President Paul Mag- 
loire, now in exile in New 
York. 

The radio charged two

ing. The army said that among 
the rebel bodies at the bar- 
racks was that of a man iden- 
tified as Arthur Paye of 
Florida.

Other accounts say the wily 
Crown Prince shot his nephew, 
the King, to prevent him from 
abdicating the throne. 

Statues Torn Down. 

In the first hours of the rev- 
olution, mobs also tore down 
the only two statues in this 
land—one of the British World 
War I-.commander, Maj. Gen. 
Stanley Maude, and the other 
of Faisal’s grandfather, Faisal 
I.

He and Dulles Confer 


50 Minutes — Offi- 
cials Think Khrush- 
chev Offer to Meet 
Under U.N. Stands. 


WASHINGTON, July 29 
(UPI) — President Eisenhower 
conferred with Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles today 
on Nikita Khrushchev's latest 
note accusing the West -of 
stalling on a summit conferenc 

There was speculation in. dip- 
lomatic circles here that .the 
in his reply, might 
to the Soviet leader 
that preparations get under 
way for holding the meeting 
within the United Nations Se- 
curity Council soon after the 
middle of August. One London 
report mentioned Aug. IT as 
a probable date. 

There was no confirmation 
from either the State Depart- 
ment or the White House, 

However, high officials said 
the United States still ¢onsid- 
ered that Khrushchev in a lét- 
ter last Wednesday had agreed 
to the West's proposal for a 
United Nations Security Coun- 
cil summit meeting on the Mid- 
die East, 

These officials noted tat, 
despite the propaganda charges 
in his latest note, Khrushchev 
actually did not withdraw his 
earlier agreement, although he 
now said he preferred a Euro- 
pean meeting place.

Dulles, who returned this 
morning from talks with 
European leaders, was called 


to the White House just before 
noon. He conferred with Mr. 
Eisenhower for 50 minutes. 

White House press secretary 
James C. Hagerty said they 
talked about the latest letter 
from Khrushchev, and Dulles 
also reported on his trip to 
Bonn and the Baghdad Pact 
meeting in London. 

Hagerty said there would be 
no statement on the Eisen- 
hower-Dulles conference and 

he did not have any idea when 
the President would reply to 
Khrushchev's note, 

British and American of- 
ficials in Washington reaf- 
firmed their position that the 
summit meeting must be held 
within the. Security Council 
and under its rules, although 
London reported that Macmil- 
lan would not flatly refuse to 
consider outside informal talks 
at the same time. 

Dulles, on his arrival home, 
reserved comment on yester- 
day’s Khrushchev letter.

There are three fundamental 
questions that must be consid- 
ered in developing a _ long- 
range policy.

They do not 
know what happens to a cable 
after it is filed, but they know 
it may be held up for as long 
as 24 hours. They try to write 
stories that are factual but 
which at the same time will 
not be delayed.

To. the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
I have read with much interest 
the article in the Everyday Mag- 


azine concerning the Diana in the 
City Art Museum. 


I dislike the comparison with a 
western movie, where “one of the 
experts may be as good as dead.” 
Prof. Herbig’s.and my own repu- 
tation are so well established that, 
even if one of us has made a mis- 
take, there is no danger that one 
of us or rather our reputation 
may be damaged. 

‘As everyone makes mistakes, I 
take the liberty to point out two 
in the-article of the Post-Dispatch: 
In the third paragraph the quota- 
tion from my review in the Amer- 
ican Journal of Archeology (p. 
342) leaves out the first part of 
the sentence “. .. The reviewer 
shared their suspicion” (past 
terise) without which this is in 
contradiction to the other pas- 
sage (p. 343): “I consider all these, 
including Dossena, artists, not 
forgers.” In connection with this 
the second mistake is that in your 
title you call the Diana a “Fake?” 
and in your paragraph 8, you call 
Dossena an “art counterfeiter.”

The photos now in the collec- 
tion of the German Archeological 
Institute in Rome were not taken 
at the Institute, but at the deal- 
er's, who then owned the Dossena 
statue. 

The scholars who have been 
consulted are good classical schol- 
ars, but none is a specialist in the 
field of Etruscology. The leading 
experts in this field are: Massimo 
Pallotino, professor of Etruscol- 
ogy at the University of Rome, 9 
Via dei Redentoristi, Roma, Italy;

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Down Khrushchev’s Alley 


The correspondence got so windy and so tire- 
some that everybody forgot what it was about 
—and the summit conference never came off. 


Is this also to be the outcome of the pres- 
ent correspondence, discussing a summit con- 
ference specifically on the problems of, the 
Middle East? From the standpoint of United 
States interests, we hope not. For it seems 
to us clear that Khrushchev wins every round 
which finds the West holding back from a 
conference or splitting procedural hairs 
about it. 


When the West casts itself in that role, it 
enables Khrushchev to cast himself in the 
role of one who is eager and willing to nego- 
tiate, who is ready to go anywhere to seek 
agreement, who boldly brushes aside protocol 
and red tape in the interest of reducing the 
dangers of war. The picture isnot accurate, 
but it is close enough to reality for Khrush- 
chev’s purposes, and it definitely flatters him 
and not the West. 


Khrushchev never misses a chance, in his 
abusive letter to President Eisenhower, to 
rant about “ending armed aggression” or 
bringing about “immediate cessation of the 
armed conflict in the Near and Middle East.” 
The dispatch of troops to Lebanon and Jordan 
at the request of the legal governments of 
those countries may have been unwise, but it 
cannot rightly be called armed aggression. 
There is no armed conflict going on, and 
Khrushchev knows it. 

But there is a Middle East problem, troop 
movements are a part of the problem, and 
Khrushchev is obeying a sound instinct when 
he aligns himself with the worldwide popular 
demand that the problem be tackled by nego- 
tiation at the highest level. 

Furthermore, many people to whom 
Khrushchev’s propaganda is addressed will 
not be interested in the fine points of distinc- 
tion between aggression and military action 
short of aggression. To them the important 
is that troops have been landed. 
Khrushehev gains and the West loses as long 
as the troops are there, as long as a summit 
conference is postponed. 

Secretary Dulles apparently feels that if 
he can stall a summit conference, or attach 
conditions that will cause Khrushchev to 
break off the preliminaries, he will have won 
a great victory. In fact he will have suffered 
another defeat in world opinion. 

Mr. Dulles’s reluctance to enter Middle 
East negotiations is understandable. But 
having let things go this far, ‘he ought to 
make the best of the situation. Twice in less 
than two years the Middle East cauldron has 
erupted in a way that threatened world war. 
Peoples everywhere expect steps to be taken 
to prevent a third eruption—and that means 
a meeting of interested powers, honest nego- 
tiation, a sincere effort to reach an accom- 
modation of interests. 


Off the Detour 


The House Labor Committee has finally 
produced a welfare fund bill which allows the 
prospect of final action in this session.

Senator Anderson Was Right 


Secretary McElroy’s report to the Senate 
Armed Services Committee reveals at last 
that there was substance to the charge two 
months ago by Senator Anderson of New 
Mexico that the military was making some 
atomic bombs “dirtier.” 

The dispute between Anderson and Adm. 
Strauss was important—and still is—because 
the whole matter of curtailing nuclear tests 
is involved. Adm. Strauss insisted the tests 
must go on in the interest of developing 
“cleaner” and “cleaner” bombs, among other 
things. Senator Anderson charged that while 
the AEC chairman was talking about ‘‘clean” 
bombs the military authorities had “pulled 
bombs out of the stockpile and inserted some- 
thing which makes them dirtier.” 

As it turns out, Senator Anderson was on 
the right trail, and Adm. Strauss must have 
known perfectly well what he was driving 
at. Yet the AEC chairman replied: “The facts 
are that atomic bombs are only taken from 
stockpile for purposes of routine inspection 
or for modification or improvement. No ma- 
terial is ‘inserted’ in bombs for the purpose 
of increasing the amount of fission products 
or to add to the total fallout.”

Amending the City Charter 


The Aldermen have enacted three bills that 
would submit a series of eight amendments to 
the City Charter at the Nov. 4 general elec- 
tion. Only one of the three clearly serves 
the broad public interest. This is the propo- 
sal for breaking up the Department of Public 
Welfare into three departments—a depart- 
ment of health and hospitals, a department of 
parks, recreation and forestry and a depart- 
ment of public welfare. 

This change is substantially (but not exact- 
ly) the same as was proposed in the Charter 
that was defeated last August. It should lead 
to increased administrative efficiency and bet- 
ter service to the taxpayer. It eliminates the 
Charter’s $10,000 salary ceiling. This con- 
forms with the defeated Charter plan and 
with the needs of the city, which has had 
great difficulty filling its important medical, 
engineering and law posts within that limita- 
tion. 

The two remaining aldermanic bills propose 
one Charter amendment each. Both were sug- 
gested by the AFL-CIO Industrial Council. 

One would have the principal effect of re- 
ducing the work week of firemen from the 
present 67.2 hours to not more than 56 by 
1961. 

It is poor policy to legislate in a basic docu- 
ment like a Charter, and in this case it is un-

Gen. Goodpaster was born in 1915 
in Granite City, Ill, and after study- 
ing for two years at McKendree Col- 
lege in Lebanon, IIl., he attended the 
United States Military Academy, 
where he was graduated in 1939. (His 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. A. J. Good- 
paster Sr., live at 131 Kenwood lane, 
Collinsville.) 

During World War II he was com- 


mander of the Forty-eighth Engineer 


Combat Battalion in Italy. 


His Army career has been, in large 
part, a training for staff command. 
From 1944 to 1947 he served on the 
General Staff of the War Depart- 
ment. Then he spent three years 
at Princeton University where he 
took a master’s degree in engineer- 
ing and a Ph. D. in international re- 
lations. The Army next assigned him 
to the Pentagon where for a year he 
served as a member of the advance 
study committee of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff. 


At the end of 1950, Gen. Good- 
paster went to SHAPE as special as- 
sistant to Gen. Alfred Gruenther, 
who was Chief of Staff to Gen. Eis- 
enhower, then SHAPE commander. 


For three and a half years he 
worked on European armament prob- 
lems and was then sent to San Fran- 
cisco as Army district engineer, 

It was from San Francisco, when 
the President needed a man to suc- 
ceed Brig. Gen. Paul T. Carroll in 
the newly created post of staff secre- 
tary, that Gen. Goodpaster was sum- 
moned in 1954. 


The staff secretary's duties, first 
developed by the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration, are varied. He is literally 
in the middle of things, with an of- 
fice about midway between the Pres- 
ident and Mr. Adams, Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s chief assistant. 


He co-ordinates Cabinet opera- 
tions, attends all the meetings of the 
National Security Council and, above 
all, briefs the President. 


When the first American Vanguard 
satellite wobbled and fell on the 
launching pad at Cape Canaveral, 
Fla., it .was Gen. Goodpaster who 
telephoned the news to the Presi- 
dent. 


When the President moves to Get- 
tysburg, it is Gen. Goodpaster who 
collects the essential security data 
and shuttles back and forth between 
the farm and Washington to make 
sure the Presi- 
dent is in touch 
with affairs and 
that his wishes 
are being carried 
out. 

In the present 
crisis, it is Gen. 
Goodpaster who 
collates the hun- 
dreds of reports 
that come in and 
presents them to 
Mr. Eisenhower. 

Yet with this important position 
goes a self-effacing demeanor. Gen. 
Goodpaster is tall, personable and 
generally unruffled. He is almost 
never interviewed and certainly 
never volunteers a comment within 
earshot of the press. 


The General married the former 
Dorothy Anderson in 1939. They 


have two daughters and live in Alex- 
andria, Va. 


Gen. Goodpaster has little time 
for recreation but in a capital where 
golf playing is almost a security 
clearance in itself, he plays moder- 
ately well.

CLINTON, Conn., July 29 ,AP) 

FOR 16 YEARS John J. 
Egan has lived in the shadow 
of a maddening nightmare. He 
spent a year in a mental in- 
stitution in what the United 
States Court of Claims called 
a case of “mistaken identity 
and almost incredible negli- 
gence” on the part of the Gov- 
ernment. 

For more than. 10 years, he 
has been fighting to convince 
neighbors and employers he is 
not only sane but never was 
insane. 

Egan’s record is legally clear 
now. But, after 16 years, he's 
a broken man. He has no job 
and very little money. He's 
almost a social leper. 

The. story started in World 
War II on the island of Samoa. 
Egan, born 45 years ago in 
Waterbury, Conn., always liked 
military life. When he was 
graduated from the University 
of Maryland, he landed an 
Army commission. In 1942, he 
transferred to the Marines. 

He was serving on Samoa 
when he had an attack of bron- 
chitis. Egan was being treated 
in an infirmary when a fight 
broke out between an enlisted 
man and an officer. One of 
the brawlers was being treated 
for mental troubles. 

Egan started to separate the 
two. The next he knew, he 
was being restrained and a 
needle was going into his arm. 
When he woke up, the tragic 
mistake had happened. As far 
as the Navy Department was 
concerned, he was insane. 

The Court of Claims, ruling 
on the case last January found 
that witnesses to the fight had 
lied to make it easy on the en- 
listed man. They said the fight 
never happened. The Navy 
ype ela that Egan imagined 


Egan was shipped back to 
the United States and placed 
in a mental institution in 
Washington. No one in the 
hospital believed his story. 
Most insane persons are sane 
to themselves. 

“All that time,,” recalls 
Egan, “there were three people 
who believed I was sane—my 
wife, Jacklyn; my father, and 
my father-in-law. And, of 
course, myself.” 

Egan never doubted his own 
sanity, but he decided to tone 
down his arguments in hope of 
being released sooner. When 
he was given limited freedom, 
he went AWOL to Waterbury 
where private psychiatrists ex- 
amined him. They found him 
sane. 

He returned to Washington, 
hired a lawyer and fought his 
case. was officially released 
from: the mental institution in 
1943, a year after the Samoa 
mixup.

days. What the reason is I 
don’t know.” 

Egan said he would use part 
of the money to buy a boat and 
start lobstering, the only other 
trade he knows. Some of the 
money would go for the educa- 
tion of his son. Some of it 
would go towafd a new and 
smaller home. 

“I haven't got.a dime from 
that suit,”. Egan said. “The 
Court of Claims authorized 
payment of the money as com- 
piled by the General Account- : 
ing Office. It went back to the 
Justice Department. That's the 
last I’ve heard of it.” 

Egan had a chance to buy a 
lobster boat, “a beautiful boat, 
30 feet long.” But the money 
didn’t come and the season is 
almost over. 

“I guess I can forget about 
this year,” he said. 

When Egan's tragic tale be- 
came known last February, 
people around the world re- 
sponded 


“I got 2500 letters altogeth- 
er,” he recalled. “Many of the 
people said they were going to 
write their Congressmen. I 
didn’t receive one unfavorable 
letter.” 

But the letters haven't helped 
Egan to get a decent job like 
other men and they have not 
erased the Government's mon- 
strous error. 


“I've been up to the State 
Employment Service at least 40 
times in the last year and a 
half,” he said. “I've written I 
don’t know how many letters. 
One or two people around here 
said they'd give me a job, but 
they were a little leery of what 
happened to me and the jobs 
fell through.” 


Egan’s son is staying with 
relatives in another state now. 
It’s better for him to go to 
school in a community that 
is not leery of his father. 


Egan sits in the bay window 
of his rented home in Clinton 
and daydreams about the boat 
and watches humanity. Some- 
times he takes a walk down 
to the beach and watches the 
lobster fishermen. In the fall, 
he goes duck hunting with a 
friend. 


“Outside of three men, I 
don’t think I have any friends,” 
he says. “People seem to shy 
away. 

“I'm not bitter against any 
individual in the Government 
except a couple of people. All 
the others are victims of cir- 
cumstances like myself. 

“IT used to be an aggressive 
sort of guy who tried to do his 
job as hard as he could. Then 
I decided what the hell's the 
sense—you can't fight City 
Hall.”

Eleanor Roosevelt 
Britain’s Women Peers 


HYDE PARK, July 29. 

IT WAS OF DEEP INTEREST to me to note that 
Great Britain is changing its age-old rules in the House 
of Lords, and that the Queen has named a number of 
women as peers to sit in this august body. 

I was especially pleased to see that the dowager Mar- 
chioness of Reading was among the first women named. 
She has done excellent service for her country. A believer 
in voluntary service, she organized the Women's Voluntary 
Services of Great Britain before World War Il. The record 
of those war years has no finer pages than the achieve- 
ments of these women, and without the leadership of Stella 
Reading this could never have been accomplished. 


Even more remarkable is the fact that she 
has been able to carry over inte peacetime this 
spirit of service, so that the nation’s women have 
been anxious te do as much in the less interesting 
but most important period that followed the war. 


They have been intrusted by the Government with 
many important projects and have carried them out as 
trained professionals, proving that volunteers can be as 
faithful and dependable, and can accomplish as good work, 
as trained professionals. 


I HAVE BEEN WONDERING how you can characterize 
the type of radio broadcast recently made by Nasser to 
his people of the countries around Iraq. To an outsider it 
seems like incitement to murder, and that has never been 
considered a peaceful way to settle difficulties between 
or within nations. 

I see that the United States would like to include all 
aspects of the Middle East question in the summit talks, 
and I hope that at some point there may be a discussion 
about the possibility, wherever there is trouble within a 
nation, of establishing the right to a supervised election 
under the United Nations, with the people using a secret 
ballot, 

This is the only way I can see of granting 
the people any kind of assurance that they can 
vote freely and without fear of retaliation. 
Weodrow Wilson called revolution a “sacred 
right of the people,” but it may well be that the 
time has come te try and eliminate violence on 
every level.

The Reindeer Drive

NINE MEN were in control 
of a herd of 3000 reindeer. 
They were hardy men, Lapps 
and Eskimos, but their task 
was extremely difficult. They 
were to take the animals across 
northern Alaska, and to de- 
liver them near the mouth of 
the Mackenzie river, in north- 
western Canada. 

Leaving the shore of Kotze- 
bue Sound, the men drove the 


= reindeer in a northeasterly di- 


rection. Their equipment in- 


sau 6cluded tents and hickory sleds, | 


also candles, stoves, canned 
food and mosquito nets. 


An observer might have 
wondered about the mos- 
quito nets, but they proved 
of high value. The journey 
lasted from one season to 
another, from one year to 
another. In Alaska, includ- 
ing the northern parts, there 
are summer months in which 
mosquitoes become a real 
nuisance, 


The reindeer were driven 
into a frenzy, at times, by in- 
sect bites. Stampedes took 
place, and there was much 
trouble in getting the animals 
back into the herd. 


Nine Eskimo dogs were 
taken along, and they were 


used in pulling supplies. Rein- |

The 
Kappes and Eskimos cared for 
the herd as well as possible, 
but several hundred reindeer 
escaped on that day. Others 
were lost in later stages of 
the journey. The losses were 
replaced, to a large extent, by 
the birth of fawns, which 
‘trotted beside their mothers. 
It was a glad day, five and 
a half years after the start, 
when the journey was com- 
| pleted. A total of 2370 rein- 
deer was delivered to the 
Mackenzie river Eskimos.
